PAROLED GANGSTER AGAIN 
LOSES HABEAS CORPUS SUIT 


Humbert Costello Held for Deporta- 
| tion After Federal Judge De- 
nies His Plea. 


A habeas corpus suit to release 
'_Humbert Costello, former member 
‘of the old Hogan gang, from the 


St. Clair County Jail at Belleville, 
‘was dismissed yesterday by Fed- 
eral Judge Fred L. Wham at East

St. Louis is being discriminated 
against in the allotment of Federal 
Public Works Administration funds 
for the construction of low-cost 
public housing units, Harland Bar- 
tholomew, consulting engineer of 
the City Plan Commission, told 
members of the commission today. 
Bartholomew pointed out that St. 
Louts, to date, has received no al- 
lotments for housing and is the 
only large city besides Pittsburgh, 


Pa., and Los Angeles which has not 
received housing funds. 

' As a result of Bartholomew’s 
statement to the commission, E. J. 
Russell, architect and commission 
chairman, said he would go to 
Washington soon and attempt to 
find out why St. Louis has received 
no housing funds. 

Two housing proposale had been 
submitted to PWA, Bartholomew 
said, one for the construction of a 
. unit for white persons i nthe area 
bounded by North Market street, 
. Tyler street, Blair avenue and 
Tenth street, and the other, for Ne- 
groes, in the district bounded by 
Fourteenth, Twentieth and O’Fal- 
lon streets and Franklin avenue. 
‘The cost of the former unit has 
been estimated at $4,400,000 and of 
the latter at $8,750,000. 

Bartholomew told members of 
the commission that when the St. 
Louis proposals were first submit- 
ted to PWA officials seven months 
ago, Col. Horatio B. Hackett, Depu- 
ty PWA Administrator, compli- 
mented the St. Louis planning 
group on the way the applications 
had been prepared, and said St. 
Louis would be on the preferred 
list of applicants. Since that time, 
according to Bartholomew, 50 cities 
have received housing allotments, 
but not St. Louis, although this 
city, according to ‘Hackett, was 
twenty-third on the list of pre- 
ferred applicants. 

' Bartholomew said he sought an 
explanation from Col. Hackett re- 


to furnish it. 

President Baxter L. Brown of 
the Board of Public Service said 
that perhaps the high credit stand- 
ing of St. Louis was a handicap to 
tts receiving Federal funds, as he 
understood that a high Federal of- 
ficial had remarked recently that 
the credit'-of St. Louis was good 
and it should be able to build its 
own housing units, without Federal 
help. 

G. J. Nooney, a member of the 
commission, asked Bartholomew 
whether there had been any diffi- 
culty in obtaining options on the 
property where it is proposed to 
erect the housing. units, - but 
Bartholomew said there had not, 
and that the only delay was due to 
the failure of the PWA to allot the 
money to St. Louis.

neum has enough natural resistance

STILL A PROBLEM

health that yellow fever has by no 
|Means been removed as a health 
| problem in this country. 

“I doubt many here today real- 
ize the full significance f the fact 
that yellow fever is present and 
|endemic over wide areas of trop- 
ical South America and _ tropical 
Africa and probably wil! remain so 
for centuries to come,” he _ said. 
“I doubt that we fully realize that 


‘this disease is potentially as dan- | 


'gerous to Mexico, Central America 
and our Southern states as it ever 
'was. It is not too much to say 
that from about May to November 
the yellow fever is at our very 
doors, and we have many doors. 

“A few years ago it was believed 
yellow fever soon would be as ex- 
tinct as the dodo. Today it seems 
within the bounds of possibility that 
the virus of the disease may be able 
to maintain its existence on the 
earth for a much longer period than 
/ man himself.” 

When it was first proved yellow 
fever is transmitted by aedes 
aegypti, mosquito, it was believed 
it was the only carrier of the dis- 
ease, but since then it has been 
found a dozen more types of mos- 
quitos transmit the virus, he said. 
The majority of cases of the disease 
_occurring in an endemic center go 
unrecognized, and it is important 
to determine immédiately by virus 
tests whether it is present in cases 
where it is suspected, he said. 

He said he would not hesitate 
to use an attenuated virus vaccine 
in a serious epidemic. “Should it 
develop this method is too danger- 
ous, which I doubt when one con- 
siders the danger from the disease 
itself, it should be discontinued,” 
he added.

fear of this demoralizing influence 
of the tenant restrained many of 
the landlords from deliberately ta«- 
ing advantage of the Government 
in this way. Among the landlords 
who had no tenants on relief, more 
than 70 per cent stated that they 
objected to relief because of its de- 
moralizing influences on the ten- 
ant. 

“Tenant demoralization from re- 
lief had either one or both of two 
meanings to the landlord. In the 
first place, it might have been a 
fear that the tenant would escape 
from under his influence. - It is 
probably not too much to say that 
the cropper system can only be 
maintained by the subordination of 
the tenant group. 

“If the cropper were to become 
self-directing and take over his own 
affairs, the system woud necessar- 
ily crumble. Hence anything that 
disrupts dependence is demoraliz- 
ing. In the second place, the land- 
lords were influenced by the belief 
that when members of any group 
are given privileges to which they 
are unaccustomea, they are likely 
in their inexperience to abuse them 
for a time. There can be no ques- 
tion that a considerable number of 
the sharecroppers reacted in this 
fashion, when under the Civil 
Works Administration, for example, 
they received more cash in a single 
week than they had been accus- 
tomed to receiving in an entire 
year. In their inexperience the 
money was spent foolishly and from 
this standpoint the outcome was 
demoralizing.”

Although 95 per cent of the ten- 
ants and sharecroppers interviewed

“The chief significance of 
above data would seem to be in 
the large number who simply ‘broke 
even’ in their farming operations.

Sharecroppers Increasing. 


Statistics of the 1934 farm cen- 
sus just now being released by the 
Census Bureau show that in most 
states of the South the number of 
tenants and sharecroppers has in- 
creased during the last five years. 
The exceptions, of which Georgia 
is one, are in states where large 
plantations dominate and where 
with a rise in price of cotton it is 
more profitable to the plantation 
owner to empioy the sharecropper 
on a wage rather than as a sharer 
in the cotton crop. 

Statistics are now available for 


all the Southern states except Tex-

as, Mississippi and Arkansas. In 
Virginia, Alabama, Florida, Geor- 
gia, Kentucky, Louisiana, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Oklahoma

Of 
this total, 412,293 families were 


sharecroppers with an estimated 2,-

A German on the Nazis. 

qe To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

4 HIRTY-TWO years ago I came to 

te these United States from Germany. 

I was proud to tell people I came from 

Germany. Today I am ashamed to ad- 

mit it, because a non-German has tossed 

to the winds not only the material qual- 
ities, the cultural fairness, but even aiso 

Hit the basic human intelligence which a 

eit race of good, strong people built up, not 

on soil created by any German, but on 
a piece of territory created by the God 
of all people. 

‘ Nowthese stupid, personal glory-seek- 
ing asses, the Nazis, don’t even once give 
consideration to the fact that climate 
and location is one of the great govern- 
ing factors in the progress of a people. 
Move the entire body of Germans to 
tropical Africa and move the inhabitants 
of tropical Africa to the place on earth 
called Germany and in a few generations 
you will begin to see a transition. 

The Germans would soon lose the gus- 
to and bravado which their choice loca- 
tion on earth instills into human beings 
and the natives of tropical Africa in due 
time would drop their drowsiness and 
take on activity, ambition and new life. 

Like birth, the locatioh in which we are 
born is more or less accidental, and if 
the location of our nativity is one of the 
climatically favored spots of the earth, it 
affects us favorably just like every oth- 
er form of environment affects our lives. 

Because the forefathers of us Germans 
reached and settled that part of the 
earth known as Germany, the descend- 
ants, of course, have a right to govern 
the land, according to present-day recog- 
nition of such rights among the various 
sections of the world, divided into what 
we call nations, empires, etc. 

But these Nazis seem to go beyond 
these reasonable and recognized. rights. 
They have got the common run of people 
believing that instead of the same nature 
which prevails and produces everything 
the world over, in Germany it is some- 
thing different, specially German — or 

Nazi, if you please. The world as a 

whole should emerge from its swaddling 

clothes and look at facts as they are, 
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| WR. MORGAN AND TAXATION. 


On his return from Europe the other day, J. P. 
Morgan was quoted as saying that if the present gov- 
ernmental policies of taxation and spending are per- 
sisted in, private wealth will have disappeared from 
the United States in 30 years. “Everybody who 
makes any money in the United States,” according to 
Mr. Morgan, is now working eight months out of 
the year for the Government. That is to say, two- 
thirds of the income of “everybody who makes any 
money” now goes for taxes. 

Obviously, Mr. Morgan’s conception of what con- 
stitutes “any money” is different from that of the 
average man. An income has got to reach what to 
most of us are astronomical figures before it be- 
comes subject to a tax of two-thirds. | 

Take an income of $5000 earned by a married man 
without dependents. That’s a tidy sum of money 
in all but the topmost brackets. The fortunate pos- 
'sessor of that income pays a Federal income tax 


where Mr. Morgan lives, he pays also a State in- 
come tax which brings his total liability to $167. 
Pile on-all his property taxes and his sales taxes 
and all the rest, and the total won't require him to 
work a month for the Government, let alone eight 
months. If the same citizen lived in Great Britain, 
he would be subject to an income tax of $607. (Mr. 
Morgan reports, incidentally, that business is pros- 
pering in England.) 

An income of $10,000 in New York pays in Federal 
and State income taxes a total of $749, which is 
less than one month’s work for the two governments; 
in England it would pay $1620. 

An income of $20,000 pays a total of $2566, or the 
work of about a month and a half; in England it 
would pay $4729. 

An income of $50,000 pays $11,320, or the work of 
something less than three months; in England -t 
would pay $18,217. 

So we have got to go a long way up to find an 
income in the class of Mr. Morgan's “any money’’— 
an income big enough to require its possessor to 
hand out two-thirds in taxes. Even so, if an income, 
say, of a million dollars a year, is taxed two-thirds, 
there is still left to the taxpayer something like 
$333,333. 

We agree with Mr. Morgan that there is a threat 
to private wealth—in big and little accumulations— 
if the present rate of governmental spendfng is per- 
sisted in; that the country cannot, without inflation 
and all the disasters that go with it, continue run- 
ning governmental deficits on the scale of the last 
few years. But we cannot agree that there is any- 
thing inherently wrong in an income tax system that 
takes from the taxpayer in proportion to his ability 
to pay; we see no threat to the Republic in the fact 
that the rates in the top brackets, under the pres- 
sure of emergency, have been scaled up to the point 
where incomes of the presumable size of Mr. Mor- 
gan’s must pay something like two-thirds to the 
Government, or governments, under whose protection 
—and, in notable degree, under whose special favors 
—such incomes have been made possible. 

The so-called “soak-the-rich” tax bill of the last 
session of Congress was attacked with the same ar- 
guments that Mr. Morgan is now using, when all 
that it did, in respect to individual income taxes, 
was to increase the surtaxes in brackets above $50.- 
000 and to carry on the surtax graduation up to 75 
per cent_on the amount of income in excess of $5,000,- 
000. The bill was open to grave objections—we stat- 
ed them at the time—but not on the score of its in- 
creases in the very high income brackets.

EVIDENCE THAT DAMNS. 

Damning evidence that the late Fred G. Bonfils, 
publisher of the Denver Post, took $350,000 to change 
his paper’s attitude toward a proposed natural gas 
franchise, has been offered by Christy Payne, retired 
Standard Oil official, and George H. Shaw, a lawyer, 
before the Federal Trade Commission. Payne said 
he authorized the drawing of the check, which was 
cashed. The money was placed in an envelope and 
given to Shaw to hand to Bonfils. Shaw says he car- 
ried an envelope from Payne to Bonfils. He did not 
inspect the contents of the envelope, but took Payne's 
| word that it contained the money. 

On the same day that the envelope was placed in 
Bonfils’ possession, the Denver Post, which had been 
protesting vigorously against the natural gas fran- 
chise, came out editorially in favor of it. This was 
rotten to the core. And the closer Bonfils’ attitude 
is examined, the worse it smells. For, prior to re- 
ceiving the $350,000, Bonfils was motivated, in op- 
posing the natural gas franchise, by the fact that 
he had a coal business netting $50,000 to $90,000 a 
year. Natural gas would hurt his coal business, but 

350,000 would comfortably compensate him. In pan- 
handling circles, this is what is known as working 
both sides of the street. 

We have previously recounted a parallel situation 
in Bonfils’ career in connection with the Teapot 
Dome lease to Harry Sinclair. Bonfils’ newspaper 
| was bitterly critical of the lease until Sinclair com 
promised a suit over certain leaseholds. Bonfils and 
his partner, Tammen, had an interest in the suit 
and received a large sum of money from the compro- 
mise. Their attacks upon the lease thereupon ab- 
ruptly ceased. A mine of further information about 
the career of these twin buccaneers is contained in 
Gene Fowler's book, “Timberline.” Bonfils and 
Tammen made a highly profitable racket of the 
Denver Post and violated every canon and principle 
of journalism. 

They were jesters, too. Over the portal of their 
shakedown institution, the Denver Post, they caused 
to be chiseled in marble these immortal words: “O 
Justice, when expelled from other habitations, make 
this thy dwelling place.” 

Speaking of jests, it is interesting to run down the 
history of the $350,000 payment to Bonfils. Who paid- 
the money? Presumably a Standard Oil subsidiary. 
|Payne, however, testified that he understood the 
“amount would be put into the cost of construction of 
‘the Colorado Interstate Pipe Line from the Texas 
_ Panhandle to Denver, “the same as other construc- 
‘tion costs.” In other words, the consumers of natural 
‘gas ultimately paid Bonfils $350,000 for disgracing 
‘his profession. Construction costs, apparently, is a 
fancy name for a thing which used to be called by 
‘the short and ugly term, “bribery.”

Suk NORMAN ANGELL, British publi- 
cist and Nobe! Peace Prize winner, calls 
attention, in Time and Tide, to the “amaz 
ing reversal” of American policy regarding 
our historical stand on the freedom of the 
seas: 

“In a few lines of a proclamation wire- 
lessed almost casually from a naval vessel, 
the President surrenders completely the 
whole principle of the right of America to 
protect its commerce upon seas in wartime. 
What the power of the British navy has not 
been able to do during a century: and a 
half, the American Congress did suddenly 
of its own free will—not quite realizing, it 
is true, Just what it was doing.” 

If Congress did not realize what it was 
doing in adopting the Neutrality Act of Aug 
3l1—and we share Sir Norman's view that 
it did not—the people. have less inkling of 
the revolutionary import of the position 
taken by the President when, on Oct. 5, he 
warned that “any of our people who volun- 
tarily engage in transactions of any charac- 
ter with either of the belligerents do so at 
their own -risk.” 

True, that is not a complete abandonment 
of the policy for which the United States 
fought two great wars, but it is a long step 
in that direction. In fulfillment of our de- 
sire to keep out of war, and in pursuance 
of an unmistakable desire on the part of 
the administration to do nothing to hamper 
the League of Nations’ boycott against Ital- 
ian aggression tn Ethiopia, we are seeming- 
ly going to withhold the protection of the 
American navy and diplomatic service from 
such of our citizens as seek to make profit 
out of commerce with belligerents. 

This attitude is not surprising to persons 
acquainted with the trend of thought in in- 
fluential circles, which include many high 
officers of the American navy. Last May, 
Admiral William S. Sims, venerable Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the American fleet in 
European waters during the war, emerged 
from his retirement to make his first radio 
broadcast in behalf of reversing our tradi- 
tional policy. 

Enforcement of freedom of the seas, Ad- 
miral Sims argued, would inevitably involve 


a great trading nation like our own in any 
major war. He pleaded with the nation to 
adopt a policy of war-time trade at the

The prize essay for 1935 by an officer of 
the United States Navy, written by Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Melvin F. Talbot for the 
April issue of Naval Institute Proceedings, 
reflects the same point of view. 

“The whole trend of history and of eco- 
nomic development,” writes Commander 
Talbot, “is away from the theory of neutral 


rights. With almost everything except cos- 
metics included in the mililary supply ta- 
bles, little or nothing can be called non- 


contraband. With a rapid development of 
ports and railways, any voyage toward an 
enemy country can logically be conceived 
as a continuous voyage and the neutral ter- 
minus as merely an entrepot.” 

Many prominent students of international 
law and politics share this view, though 
equally distinguished students, such as the 
veteran John Bassett Moore and Edwin M. 
Borchard, emphatically do not. Thus it is 
clear that the President has support in high 
places for the stand he has taken on neu- 
tral rights in the present conflict. 

But it is equally clear that few of our 
citizens understand the implications of this 
revolution in policy, and it is doubtful if 
influential sections of them will accept it 
without vigorous resistance if they find that 
its enforcement involves sacrifices of legiti- 
mate trade. 

What would our cotton, oil or motor in- 
terests do if British ships should seize or 
destroy valuable consignments destined for 
Italy, and offer no compensation? Would 
they not make the welkin ring with protest 
over the White House and the houses of 
Congress” Would they be able to break 
down the policy” 

Or would the President's new and revolu- 
tionary position be finally sustained by the 
powerful backing of those who believe the 
national] interest is best served by abandon- 
ing our rights at sea, in the hope of thus

HAT would you think of a merchant 

who prepared for hard times by delib- 
erately antagonizing his best customer? 
That is what the United States did in 19% 
when it passed the Hawley-Smoot tariff.

The next step in leavening tore 
was the addition of sour ‘milk and 
soda, and molasses, or soda and 
cream of tartar. All of these cre- 
ated those precious air spaces in 
the batter which make cakes light 
and fluffy. 

Most European cooks, at least 
the French, German and Viennese, 
bakers of really fine cakes, still de- 
pend on eggs and a good right arm 
for fine texture and lightness in 
cakes. Eggs were plentiful and no 
one thought much of using a dozen 
eggs for one cake. Of course some 
cooks did resort to an ingredient 
known as “hartshorn” which had to 
be grated into the flour. Our old

A WE GRE ON Mt 
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American Nuts Break 
Record This Year 


Protein, Rich Item, Should Be Used to Sup- 
plement Rather Than Supplant 
Other Foods. 


The pecan crop this year breaks 
all previous records, says the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. The 
walnut crop is way above the aver- 
age, and the total production of 
walnuts, pecans, almonds and fil- 
berts is 45 per cent more than usual. 
Add to this a record-breaking pea- 
nut crop, then all the black walnuts, 
hickory nuts, butternuts, hazel nuts, 
beechnuts and pine nuts that come 
from wild trees, and pleasant vis- 
ions arise of delicious nut breads, 


nut loaves, nut stuffings in vege- 


tables, nuts in salads, nuts in cakes 
and confections of all sorts for the 
holidays ahead. 


Our own nut crops provide these 
possibilities, not to mention the 
added variety of nuts on the mar- 
ket from abroad, chestnuts, Brazil 
nuts, cashew, pistachio and coco- 
nuts. Like the tropical fruits, nuts 
that once were rare luxuries have 
gradually come to be common mar- 
ket commodities, important enough 
to support specialized nut shops, be- 
sides the confectioners’ stores, fruit 
stores, drug stores, groceries and 
general stores that have sold them 
for years, 

Pecans Are Native. 

Pecans are native American nuts 
which grow abundantly in the 
South Central States westward into 
Oklahoma and Texas, and are cul- 
tivated extensively eastward along 
the Gulf and to the Atlantic, espe- 
cially in Georgia, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and Florida. Pecans, botan- 
ically they are hickory nuts, are 
counted the best native nuts on the 
market. 

Walnuts, however, are actually 
the biggest item in the crop and 
market reports on nuts. These are 
the so-called English walnuts, which 
are not English at all but Persian 
so far as their origin is concerned. 
They have been cultivated for cen- 
turies in the Old World and before 
the plantings in California began to 
bear, these walnuts reached Ameri- 
can markets by way of England, 
hence the name, 


This cultivated walnut has s8o 
taken the market in this country 
that we now have to say “black 
walnuts” to indicate the rugged old 
friend of childhood days, with its 
rich meat stored away in the crev- 
ices of the thick black shell. From 
Nebraska to Texas and eastward to 
the Atlantic, everybody knows the 


, black walnut. The butternut, too, 


is a walnut, white walnut is its 


other name, and all the walnuts are 
closely related to the hickory nuts. 


Hickory Not Cultivated. 

The hickories, which grow in the 
central, eastern and southeastern 
parts of the United States, are not 
cultivated, and appear on the mar- 
ket only as gathered from nearby 
sources. But anybody who has ever 
eaten hickory nut cake (with the 
nuts in the cake itself) thinks fond- 
ly of the days when he went nut- 
ting in some hickory grove and 
carried home a bushel of shell- 
barks, or shagbarks as the case 
might be, to crack the hard shells 
and pick out the kernels by the fire 
of a winter evening, as his contribu- 
toin to a coming feast. 


Hazelnuts are American grown, 
but filberts are the larger, Euro- 
pean type of the species. It is the 
imported filbert that is usually 
seen on our markets. Beechnuts, 
from the American beech tree, are 
chiefly home-picked for home use, 
because they are too small to mar- 
ket profitably. But pine nuts, 
though very small, are gathered 
from various species of pine trees 
in the Southwest, where they are 
called sometimes Indian nuts, some- 
timés pinions. Eastern markets 
import pine nuts from Europe. 
Cashews from tropical America, al- 
monds, filberts, walnuts and pis- 
tachio nuts from Europe, and Brazil 
nuts from Brazil, constitute our 
chief importations of nuts, except 
coconuts and chestnuts,\ each of 
these in a class of its own. 


Chestnuts for Dressing. 


Chestnuts from overseas, Italian, 
Spanish, or maybe Japanese chest- 
nuts, are usually the kinds we buy 
for turkey stuffing, or to serve as 
a creamed vegetable. They have 
long been cultivated as food in the 
Old World. Our native chestnuts 
are too small for general use in 
this way, but we have few if any 
left even for roasting over’ the 
fire, so great has been the destruc- 
tion of our chestnut trees by the 
blight. 

Coconuts, from the tropics all 
around the world, are of course 
quite a different food from other 
nuts. Nobody needs to be told the 
merits of coconut cake, or coconut 
custard pie, or coconut frostings or 
coconut candy made with shredded 
coconut fresh out of the shell.

they vary considerably in food val- 
ues. Chestnuts, unlike most other 
nuts, are not oily but contain chief- 
ly carbohydrates. Most other nuts 
contain a great deal of fat, from 
about 33 per cent in coconuts to 70 
per cent or more in pecans, and all 
the calories in this fat content must 
be reckoned with when nuts are 
eaten after a full meal, or are used 
in other high calorie foods, espe- 
cially sweets. Most nuts are rich 
in protein, good quality protein, and 
this has led to the belief that they 
could be substituted for milk, eggs, 
or meat in a well-balanced diet. To 
eat enough nuts, however, to fur- 
nish the day’s quota of protein 
would mean consuming far. too 
much fat. In fact it would be dif- 
ficult to eat enough nuts to provide 
enough protein if you had no other 
protein food. Nuts should not be 
used as a substitute but as a sup- 
plementary protein food. 


Unblanched nuts, particularly al- 
monds, hazelnuts, walnuts and 
hickory nuts, are good sources of 
iron. Nuts in general are rich in 
phosphorus, and some are fair 
sources of calcium. Nuts are not 
important for their vitamin content, 
although a few are fair sources of 
vitamin A and all are good sources 
of vitamin B. 

The best uses of nuts in cookery, 
says the Bureau of Home Econom- 
ics, are in combinations with foods 
less rich in fat and having a bland 
or contrasting flavor. Most nuts are 
good in breads, in stuffings for 
such vegetables as onions, cabbage, 
or eggplant, in fruit and vegetable 


salads, cakes and pastries, frost- 
ings, ice creams, and sweets of 
many kinds. One of the most popu- 
lar of all nut desserts is pecan pie. 


Pecan Pie. 

One cup dark corn syrup. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-fourth cup melted butter or 
margarine. 

Three eggs. 

One cup pecan meats. 

One-sighth teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Beat the eggs add the sugar and 
syrup, then the salt and vanilla 
and last the melted fat. Place the 
pecans in the bottom of an unbaked 
pie crust. Add the filling and bake 
slowly in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees) for 50 to 60 minutes.

While we are on the subject of 
stuffed vegetables, and that in- 
cludes the tomato which most peo- 
ple use for salads, here is a recipe 
that comes all the way from New 
Orleans. It is a tang-y combina- 
tion which only Creole cooks can 
achieve. 

Stuffed Tomatoes Creole. 

One cup cooked diced chicken. 

Two tablespoons chopped raw 
ham. 


One egg. 

One tablespoon minced parsley. 

One small onion, minced. 

One-half cup bread crumbs. 

Thyme, bay leaf, salt, pepper and 
cayenne to taste. 

Cut tomatoes into halves and 
scoop out the inside, being careful 
not to break the outer skin.

Hominy Another Good Dish. 

Hominy is another breakfast dish 
which most of us neglect. Hominy 
is a real southern dish and like 
most of the corn products was first 
made by the Indians. Southern 
mammys and Creole cooks of the 
old school still turn out their own 
hominy. If you know hominy only 
as a rather tasteless dish you have 
been missing a great deal. Hominy 
should be boiled like rice if you 
use the dry kind, and seasoned 
with salt, pepper and butter or 
bacon drippings.

They Don’t Always Come Back 
After Six-Day Bike Race 
Smash Ups; 


Two Riders Quit

An exciting jam was on among the riders in the six-day bicycle | 


race at the Coliseum. Teams were trying to gain laps, and as a re- | 


sult the entire track was a swiftly changing picture of color, 


Riders | 


who had been resting swung in to relieve tiring partners. 


Charley Winter, 205-pound blond- 
haired bike rider, one of the most 
popular in the field, was in the 
middie of the fight. His partner, 
Hans Carpus, riding high in the 
field suddenly swung down into a 
hole and came in on the inside to 
relieve him. 

Carpus reached out his right 
hand to Winter for that “crack the 
whip” action some of the bike rid- 
ers use when changing off. In- 
stead of receiving the momentum 
from Charley, however, and speed- 
ing on his way, Carpus tightened 
up and pulled Winter into him. 

The result was a crash that shook 
the track, Winter, Carpus and bi- 
cycles banging and rolling to the 
bottom of the track. Immediately 
the red light flashed, the siren 
sounded and the gong in the judges’ 
stand was pounded vigorously, all 
denoting the very obvious fact that 
an accident had taken place, Other 
riders somehow evaded the fallen 
pair and their bikes in coasting 
down into low speed. 


A Momentary Truce. 


The race was “off,” temporarily, 
while Winter and Carpus were as- 
sisted from the track. “How can 
they ever come back after that 
fall?” some tyros among bicycle 
spectators may well have asked. 

Well, how they come back is a 
question that the riders themselves 
wlil have to answer. Suffice to say 
that Carpus and Winter did come 
back. The fall took place at 11:10 
Pp. m. last night; at 11:45 p. m. the 
race was resumed with the pair 
back in action; they fought through 
the 11:50 p. m. and 1:30 a. m. 
sprints; plugged through the early 
morning grind; at 9 a. m. this morn- 
ing were among the leaders. 

The Irish team of Sheehan and 
Nauwens was on top this morning, 
with 574 miles and five laps, and 
the most total points. Schaller and 
Fielding had the same mileage but 
a lower point total. Then came the 
teams of Keating-Trieste and Win- 
ter-Carpus, tied at one lap below 
the leaders but with Keating and 
Trieste ranked third, over Winter 
and Carpus, because of a higber 
point total. 

They Don’t Always Return. 
Yes, bike riders are tough and 
take a lot of spills, but sometimes 
they don’t come back. One who 
didn’t return after an accident of 
last night is out of the race, an- 
other dropped out because of an 
accident that took place before the 
grind got under way, and as a re- 
sult there is one team less in the 
race today. 

Albert Marquet, young French- 
man, suffered a spill last night that 
brought about his withdrawal. He 
had only recently been discharged 
from a Louisville hospital where he 
had spent 10 days following a hard 
fall. He thought he could ride him- 
self into condition in this race, but 
the grind was too much for him. 
During the afternoon he became 
ill. Still he rode on. Last night, 
however, the spill took all the ride 
out of him. It was announced that 
he had suffered a fractured rib. 

A short time later Bus Parker, 
riding with Tom Flynn, also with- 
drew. In training for the race on 
a St. Louis street two days before 
the six-day event started, he was 
knocked down by an automobile 
and couldn’t recover from the acci- 
dent, After his withdrawal, his 
partner Fiynn paired with Frank

Before discussing these factors in- 
dividually, let me emphasize that, 
in speaking of “raising partner's 
suit bid,” I am using the term lit- 
erally and am not yet taking up the 
various other bids that responding 
hand can make. 

No matter how strong the _ re- 
sponding hand is, no raise should 
be given without adequate trump 
support. Partner's opening bid may 
be based on a minimum four-card 
suit. To support, or raise him, you 
must have at least four small cards 
in his suit, or the queen and two 
small ones. 

You may give your partner one 
raise—that is, from one to two of 
his suit—if holding adequate trump 
support and one honor trick if your 
hand contains a singleton; 1% hon- 
or tricks if your hand contains a 
doubleton; two honor tricks even 
if you have no short suit (4-3-3-3).

If the baby depends - altogether 
upon his mother, he not only is de- 
prived of the advantage of learning 
things for himself but he becomes 
emotionally stunted. Too much 
mothering can be gross selfishness, 
however unintentional. 

“The baby has far more under- 
standing of things and situations 
than is generally supposed. He can 
be made to understand the value 
of routine procedures for his own 
good. Babies are particularly sus- 
ceptible to rhythm and_e readily 
form habits of regularity. Those 
functions which are basic in every- 
day life should be ingrained, mech- 
anized, made second nature in the 
early months of life.” However, he 


is swung into routine care, the more 
tantrums he develops. For whole- 
some response a baby demands the 
same gentleness that adults expect 
in their relationships. It is not 
necessary to forfeit rigid routine, 
but it is necessary to eliminate the 
brusqueness with which it is often 
carried out. Superior care requires 
gentleness of technique. Gradual- 
ly he is taught to do things for 
himself and is thus released from 
superimposed drives. Out of every 
little achievement in doing some- 
thing for himself he gains a sense 
of satisfaction. It takes a patient 
mother to afford her baby this 
early joy.” 

With every yielding from rou- 
tine, Dr. Kugelemass says, the 
baby gains a weapon which he 


will not hesitate to use. His par- 
ents then have to resort to coaxing 
him into doing things and there 
is no end to the difficulties over 
eating, sleeping, playing and the 
like. 

“The baby has the same desires 
as adults. His lust for power is 
exhibited in his refusal to conform. 
He should be taught to obey rather 
than have to be commanded. Hé is 
susceptible to praise and antagon- 
istic to scolding. He should not be 
arbitrarily forced into doing things 
against his will, for threatening 
during excitement develops need- 
less fears.

Returning to his surgery, he 
laid out a razor, a small knife, a 
few feet of thread and some of the 
_crude anesthetics of his time. 

| It was only shortly before this 
Joseph Lister in England had 
| proved that germs were the cause 
'of wound infection and that these 
| could be prevented by careful ster- 
| ilization. Groves was not an inex- 
| perienced surgeon. He had per- 
| formed his first operation 10 years 
before, in 1873, and even then he 
had insisted on boiling his instru- 
ments. He remembered the story 
of an old physician in Yorkshire, 
England, who told his son on his 
death bed in 1777 that the secret 
of his clean wounds was very sim- 
ple—‘“I biles my tools.” 

Having boiled his instruments 
and washed and sterilized his 
hands, Dr. Groves went ahead with 
the operation, which was a com- 
plete success. When he was hon- 
ored in 1933, on the fiftieth anni- 
versary of this event, he told the 
|story and claimed that it was not 
only the first appendectomy in 
North America, but also that he 
was the first surgeon in North 
America who made a practice of 
boiling his instruments.

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ICKES CALLS ON OIL MEN 
10 STOP SELLING TO ITALY 


Admits He Has No Authority but 
Asks Them to Act Volun- 
tarily. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes called on 
the oil industry yesterday to halt, 
voluntarily, shipments to Italy. Ex- 
plaining at a press conference that 
he had no “authority at all” in the 
matter, Ickes said “I don’t think 
they ought to” sell oil to Italy. 

“They ought to comply both in 
letter and spirit with the efforts of 
the Government to prevent furnish- 
ing war materials to either of the 
belligerents,” he said.

ments were higher than in August

40 VICTOR HERBERT MELODIES | 
HAVE NEVER BEEN PUBLISHED 


Daughter of Composer Says Some 
of Them Probably Will Be 
Worked Into New Opera. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW.XORK, Nov. 21,—The ex- 
istence of more than 40 Victor Her- 
bert melodies which the public has 
never heard, was disclosed today by 
the composer’s daughter, Mrs. Ella 
Herbert Bartlett. They are con- 
tained in three unproduced Herbert 
operas and have been in the posses- 
sion of Mrs. Bartlett since the death 
of her father in 1924. 

Along with hundreds of others of 
Herbert’s manuscripts, they lay for 
ten years in a New York storage 
warehouse until Mrs. Bartlett decid- 
ed to present the originals of most 
of her father’s work to the Library 
of Congress. She gave the library 
a collection of more than 7500 
sheets which will be placed on pub- 
lic view early next year. 

Only one of the -unproduced 
operas is complete. It is “The Lav- 
ender Lady,” written in 1914, short- 
ly after “The Only Girl” was pro- 
duced. 

“Of course, the book is out of 
date now,” said Mrs. Barlett today, 
“but the music is still fresh and 
the score remains just as he wrote 
it.” It is probable, she said,- that 
the music will be presented with a 
new book and lyrics within ‘a year 
or two, There are about 20 songs 
in the opera, she said. 

The other works, which Herbert 
never completed, are “The House 
That Jack Built,” and “Seven Lit- 
tle Widows.” There are about ten 
Herbert tunes in each of the works.

treating it with a matter-of-fact
